American Derby was truly run, and won by 


the best horse, on a track that was smooth 
but cuppy and tiring on the horses. The start 
was good after but five short breaks and in 
thirteen minutes. There were some bumping 
and jostling of the turns, but the winner, well 
handied by a boy of small reputation but 
great skill, was the best horse in the race, and 
won it quite as impressively, as Boundless 
won in 1898. There was almost an hour be- 
tween Glenmoyne’s victory and the post bugle 
for the Derby—third on the card.. Before it 
Cash Day, Hornpipe, and Lucky Dog had 
been scratched. 

Thorpe on Orinda came on the track at 
3:35 o’clock and wassent back. Promptly 
at 3:40 p.m. Dorian and Domino came on 
the track from their stables and cantered to 
the stand. From the paddock came Alcenor, 
Resplendent, Despot, Prince Carl, Rey El 
Santa Anita, Orinda. and Senator Grady in 
order.

The democracy which sweeps away social 


distinctions on a race-track, and brings 
millionaires, jockeys, staid merchants, and 
the riff-raff of turf followers into free con- 
versation, is often noticeable on the road to 
the track. It was remarked in the trains. 
Men who ordinarily would freeze up when 
addressed by strangers chatted with 
those in the vicinity of their seats 
on the all-absorbing conundrum of the 
winner of the great race of the season.

As early as 
11 o’clock there were people with camp 
stools under the trees which line the drive. 
way. The steps of every residence were 
crowded, and scores of men and women stood 
on ‘he sidewalks waiting to see the pageant, 
which is'a feature of Derby day. At 12 
o’clock the first of the great stream of ve- 
hicles appeared. Three-quarters of an hour 
later, all at once the gay procession swept 
around Thirth-fifth street inito the boulevard, 
and for over an hour its variety and splendor 
delighted those who had come to see it. 

There were stately coaches and park brakes 

and drags and natty two-wheeled carts of 
every description, high spring and iow spring 
victorias, buggies, phaetons, and even express 
wagons. It was a procession in which ex- 
tremes mingled. The magnificent equipage 
of the millionaire and society leader frequent- 
ly rolled alonside of a more or less used up 
livery rig filled with men in their shirt sleeves 
out for all the fun there was in it. 

The coaches came forward the last. Just 
as a splendid brake, English in its makeup 
and correct save that one of the guards wore 
a handkerchief twisted around his neck, 
driven by a man who commenced business in 
a small way afew years ago, passed before 
the aimiring glances of the crowd at Thirty- 
ninth street there was a_ tremendous 
explosion of thunder and a vivid flash 
of lightning in the southwestern sky. 
Big drops of rain followed that in five min- 
utes united ina tremendous downpour. Ina 
jiffy, almost, the procession disintegrated and 
such of the carriages as could not find shelter 
under the trees disappeared in other direc. 

The varied-colored parasols and the 
pretty gowns that made the boulevard look 
like a flower garden were wet before their 
owners could find shelter, except when they 
were fortunate enough to be passengers on 
coaches, 

In those cases the guards jumped down, 
halted the horses, while the women were 4as- 
sisted inside. The men then drove bravely 
ou in the rain. But they were the only ones 
who did. After the shower had pussed and the 
sun peeped out again the tail end of the cav- 
alcade wended its way to the park. There 
were dozens of carriages in it which had 
not started until after the rain, and their oc- 
cupants looked fresh and charming, C.K. G. 
Billings in a high park brake with a party of 
women and Col. Jo hn Mason Loomis with 
half a dozen men were almost the last, and as 
they passed on the boulevaad resumed the 
quietude it shows hot mornings. 

The returnmg stream started immediately 
after the great race had beenrun.

Handlers Will Look Out for Them- 
selves FirstWilliams to Appear Before 
the Lexow Committee. 

New York, June 23.—({Special.|~Banks

last week in gold exports. I¢ is ex* 
pected that they ‘will make good the 
remaining $3,140,000. There are no 


definite arrangements for further deposits. 
The assessment levied upon the banks is un- 
derstood to be from 7 to 10 per cent of ‘their 
gold holdings. On the basis of $99,000,- 
000 of acid in hand, the lower per- 
centage: would be sufficient for pres- 
ent purchases. It must be larger if 


the contributing banks have less gold. 
Those in charge of the apportionment 
are careful not to divulgdé the details of their 
work in raising the money. This course 
leaves each bank free to choose its course 
without danger that what it mayde will be 
known at present. Naturally the banks do 
not wish to part with the gold. 
They are: doing it to protect them- 
selves against commercial and financial 
uneasiness. Every banker knows exactly 
what thie would mean. At the same time 
they do not wish this motive too strongly em- 
phasized. A desire to avert consequences 
of alarm over a. depleted gold reserve 
would not impel them to give up gold 
unless t were fully convinced 
that the ry notes which they 
receive in exchange for it were certainly re- 
deemable in full in gold. They are taking no 
chances with a currency subject to discount. 
The reason for paying the gold into the Sub- 
treasury instead of into the shippmg banks 
is because it is more conven- 
ient to let the Treasury pack the gold for ex- 

rt,as usual, the facilities for such work 

ing much greater at the Subtreasury than 
in the banks, : 

There was a division of opinion today as to 
whether the banks will be willmg again to 
provide the gold for export next week, It 
was very generally said they would not. 
The situation is believed by majority of 
bankers as more grave than at any time since 
last summer. Nobody knows what will hap- 
pen. ‘Thursday Secretary Carlisle told a New 
York banker he would not consider a bond 
issue, yet a canvass of the Presidents 
here shows that nine out of every ten 
are in favor of an issue. A 
clearing-house said today: if Carlisle 
wishes to go fishing at a time like this all 
right. Then the banks will take care of them- 
seives first, and the chances of concerted ac- 
tion hereafter are most slim. It must be re- 
‘membered that, low as the Treasury balance 
is, the government owes $50,000,000, which 
does not appear in the account.”’

A battle royal may be expected when 
Williams is placed under the hot fire of Law- 

er Goff’s question battery. Williams is

Satolli 
recalled before his. full credentials arrived, 
and second to have him discredited afterwards. 


attacking Satolli appeured in a morning news- 
paper here which showed too much knowl- 
edge of canonical law and the history of the 
church in America to have been written by a 
tyro. and it was gossip that they were in- 
spired by Archbishop Corrigan, or at 
least were written with his knowledge 
and consent. The Archbishop has most 
earnestly denied having had any hand in the 
business or even knowing about the articles 
till they were printed.

GAMBLING MUST STOP. 


OHIOAGO BUBSINESS-MEN BEGIN A 
SYSTEMATIO- WARFARE 


Wolf Simons, One of the Victims of Ald, 
Powers’ Place, Back of the Movement, 
Inaugurated by Two Firms with Which 
He Dealsa=Mayor Hopkins Promises to 
Aid=First Raid Abortive Through the 
Co-operation of the Police with the 
Gamblers=Others to Follow. 


Officers from the City Detective Bureau 
made a farcical raid yesterday on Ald. Powers’ 
gambling house, No. 170 Madison street. 
The invasion of the police did not even stop 
the games in progress, no arrests were made, 
and two (discarded poker tables were all that 
the officers of the law captured. The 
raid was made by authority of a 
search warrant «worn out by Wolf Simons, 
a tailor at No, 3721 Halsted street, who had 
lost nearly $2,000 in the house. In his 
action Simons is backed by Kuh, Nathan & 
Fisher and the Wagg-Anderson Woolen com- 
pany. and it is said ities only the first step in 
a well-considered plan by a league of business- 
men to stamp out gambling in Chicago. 

The members of the league have powerful 
political affiliations and will work under the 
advice and instruction of the leading legal 
lights of the city, In ‘this movement the 


assistance in his power and to keep a sharp 
lookout on the police. In originating this 
warfare against the gambling joints the 
business-men have taken into consideration 
the fact must overcome the 
almost supreme influence which the gamblers’ 
trust has over the City Government. The 
Aidermen and other politicians who are under 
the control of .the gamblers must be taken 
into consideration also. 


Pian of the Warfare. 


The method to be pursued consists of a con- 
tinual harassment of. the enemy until it is 
brought to submnission. The movement has 
been in a state of formation for six months, 
but the first move was made. yesterday when 
the final consent of the Mayor was received. 
A search warrant calling for a dozen gam- 
bling tables was placed in the hands of 
Inspectos Shea’s deiectives. The police 
after courteously notifyicg the gamblers pro- 
veeded tothe backdoor of No. 170 Madison 
street, and after aside conference with the 
gamblers succeeded in satisfying “the warrant 
by taking two old, round tables from a closet 
on thefirst floor a carting them in all 
solemnity to the Harrison Street Station. In 
the meantime the clink of chips could be 
heard up-stairs, and the two dozen tables of 
faro. roulette, hazard, and poker were sur- 
rounded by crowds of men in total ignorance 
of the fact that the house had been raided. 

Wolf Simoas in the course of his business 
had saved up nearly $2,000. Last fall he 
got the oe mania, and in a single 
sitting on the night preced Thankagivi 
ost $1,900 on a faro table in Powers 
O’Brien’s place. He could not meet his ac- 
counts with several large wholesale houses 
with which he dealt and appealed to them for 
assistunce in getting his money back. A com- 
mittee of two, one of whom was a prominent 
World’s Fair Commissioner, called upon 
Messrs, Powers & O’Brien and asked 
them to return the money. They 
were laughed at and insulted. hen legal 
action was threatened the gambiers only 
smiled and said they were on too good terms 
with the municipal powers be in the least 
worried. Several times afterward demands 
were made on the gamblers, but always with 
the same result. 3 

Basiness-Men Take a Stand. 

Angered at their reception the business-men 

consulted several leading lawyers and a plan 
‘of action was mapped out. nder the stat- 


bling to exist at any place can swear out a 
search warrant for the fixtures, and the Justice 
of the Peace issuing tne warrant can order the 
fixtures destroyed, It was then decided to 
swear out warrants for Ald.

A member of the firm of the Wagg-Ander- 
son Woolen company when seen last night 
said: ‘**Wehave been preparing this move 
for six months. Mayor has promised us 
his cordial ‘codperation and we are bound to 
su We .are aware of the fact that the 
Police Department will antagonize us. The 
warrant we had served yesterday was s worn out 
June 7. Since that timetwo constables have 
been in constant attendance at Powers & 
O’Brien’s with writs of replevin in case the 
house should be raided. The warrant yesterday 
called for one roulette wheel, three faro ta- 
bles. two hazard tables, and five poker tables. 
We had a private detective atthe gambling 
house when the warrant was served and he re- 
ported to us that only two unused tables were 
taken. This shows how the police are work- 
ing against us. We’ were prepared. for it, 
however, and sq@me police officers of high 
rank will be called upon to explain why the 
do not do their duty. After we get throug 
with them this time I think they will see that 
it is to their advantage to obey instructions 
in the future.”

Sale of Motley'’s Letters. 


Nine private letters from. Motley to Prince 
Bismarck were sold by auction in London 
Tuesday for $300. The incident has excited 
some curiosity and comment.

They were 
described on the auctioneer’s catalogue, or 
some of them were, as not only private, but 
confidential, The account of them and ex- 
tracte from them fully ‘bear out this descrip- 
tion.

What the friends of Prince Bismarck 
and of Motley are asking is 
for some history, of the letters and by what 
procese they vanished from the archives of 
Friedrichsruhe and turned up in a London 
auction room. None of them have been pub- 
lished and of course none can legally be 
published either in America or here without 
the consent of Motley’s executor, who lives 
in Boston. The name of the vender is known, 
but need not at present be mentioned.

France Itching for a Fight. 


Ever since May peace has been only’ indif- 
ferentiy preserved between the French and 
Belgian officials in the Ubanghi country; 
Their. relations haye been growing steadily 
more strained, and no one will be surprised 
if the news of a collision came out from that 
quarter before the tidings of France’s new 
martial resolves have penetrated it, These 
conditions raise into prominence the 
question whether Belgium will persist 
in trying to hold Ubanghi or will abandon 
it to the French Upon that, of courss, 
everything turns, and that will be determined 
by England and Germany. If they put them- 
selves behind Belgium and say to the French, 
**Hands off from Ubanghi!”’ then we shall be 
landed squafe ‘on the threshold of the great 
war. This angry quarrel between France and 
other people has been coming on for a long 
time, ever since, in fact, the revival of the 
colonial idea. In the Parisian mind this idea, 
sprouting from the corruption of Panama, has 
swollen not far beyond any control of sensible 
guidance, The same mob, which five years 
ago was stoning Jules Ferry for embarking 
the republic upon the Tonquin adventure. 
now demands dajly news of a French advance 
in some preposterous, savage corner of the 
globe. Qne day itis Siam; the next day it is 
Madagascar or Morocco; Senegal or Tripoli 
the third, There are at least twenty filibuster- 
ing French expeditions now in hand, or, 
rather, out of hand, roaming . about 
in unknown lands, ignoring frontiers 
and waging a’ guerrilla warfare 
on the natives and fondly imagin- 
ing they are making an eémpire. These 
harum-scarum enterprises, often involving 
bloody bush fights with Europeans, and oc- 
casionally, as now in Siam and Madagascar, 
raising serious international issues, have 
grown to be a too heavy tax on the general 
patience, particularly that of England. There 
was bound to be a halt called sooner or later, 
and it rather looks as if the European concert 
had agreed that Ubanghi was a good place to 
call it. There is plainly perceptible in the 
air that sort of magnetic stir which precedes 
great events.

No paper gives more thana few brief ex- 
tracts and a running summary of. the last en- 
cyclical which the venerable Pope has been 
so long and laboriously preparing and spoken 
of so often. as his final message on earth to 
mankind. This special character is indicated 
by a peculiarity. It is addressed to all 
princes and peoples, instead of, as in the old 
stereotyped form, to our venerable brethren, 
the Archbishopsand Bishops. Passages which 
have been telegraphed here show a touching 
solicitude on the part of the aged Pontiff to be 
remembered as the one who strove to the last 
for unity in Christian sects and for peace 
among men; but his exhortations do not 
seem likely to bear the slightest practical 
fruit. It is true there has recently been a 
notable rapproachement between the Russian 
branch of the Slavonic church and that of 
Rome; but it is very far from signify- 
ing a Russian intention of submis- 
sion to the See of St. Peter. On the contrary. 
there never has been atime when the eccles- 
iastics of Moscow and Kieff, with the Czar at 
their head, have felt so confident that their 
orthodoxy was the future creed of the whole 
world as they do now. Nothing is more com- 
mon in Russia than to be solemnly told that 
the Pope and the Cardinals are going to come 
over very soon to Greek orthodoxy.

Suspicion grew stronger when one gentieman 
of the court made a statement to the effect 
that Von Kotze during the course of a conver- 
sation which took place between them let drop 
some remarks which were identical with the 
asperations contained in the letters. . 

The Kreuz Zeitung declares that Von Kotze 
surrendered himself to Gen. von Hahnke, in 
whose company he proceededto the military 
prison, where he was examined and deciared 
himself innocent, but as appearances were 
against him he asked to be detained in custody 
in his own interest on the ground 
anonymous letters were still re- 
ceived during the period of his detention 
it would prove his innocence. The paper adds 
that the anonymous letters are still being re- 
ceived in spite of the fact that Von Kotze is 
under arrest. When Von Kotze wasa Lieu- 
tenant he was remarked for his eccentricities, 
He left the army with the rank of Captain 
about ten years ago, but has since remained 
with his réegiment..

Should this turn 
out to be correct, it would seem certain that 
the miiitary authorities are in posséssion of 
information which clears him from the seri- 
ous charges made against him.

taken, etc. detailsare all-important to 
the inspecteur du viatique—a venerable look- 
ing old scoundrel! wi ose. duty it is to repatri- 
ate broken-down gamblers. Anybody who has 
lost every penny he brought with him can, on 
application, either recover 10 per cent of his 
losses or, if the sum is small, his railway fare 
to the extent of from £4 to £6 is paid. This 
last is called the viatique and is given against 
a regular I. O. U., which hastobe refunded 
before the recipient can be admitted again to 
the gambiing-house. We may mention, en 

nt, that no less than £40,000 is distrib 
uted in this guise every . year and that no less 
than £30,000 is actually paid back. 

The formation of the police in and outside 
the building is so precise it'is no use for 
anybody to pretend to have Jd6st £1,000 if he 
has lost only £50; the statement is accepted 
with great politeness, only oneis asked -to 
walk along the rooms with an inspector and 
then to wait awhile. Ere long the _ in- 
spector will return and tell you not only 
how much, more or less, you have lost, but he 
will tell you what your game was—single or 
multiple chances, a “ martingale,”’ or at 
random ; and, ifyou protest, he will add yet 
some more information, suchas “* you have no 
luggage; you dine at cheap places,”’ or * you 
live at acheap pension,” etc. The above 
only goes to prove how carefully everything 
and everybody is watched—the waiters, the 
hotel proprietors, the railway officials, and 
the croupiers living at boarding-houses, all 
send in the result of their observations every 
day. 

Now, as to the precautions against obstinate 
good luck for punters. - The first is in the fact 
that the gambling house isa cercle, a club to 
which admittanee is gained on presenting a 
card igsued by the administration for one day 
only. This card has to be personally, re- 
newed every day and nothing is easier than 
to refuse this toa too persistent winner. 
No reason is -vouchsafed for the re- 
fusal and the etaff of ** chucker-out ” within 
easy reach looks too convincing to attempt 
intrusion or arguments. Should the objec. 
tionable punter be too big game for sucha 
summary proceeding, there is quite am army 
of agents provocateurs, both men and women, 
around each table, and they, according to in- 
structions, pick up a quarrel with the lucky 
player—generally over a stake—a row ensues, 
both purties are chucked out, and then the 
inepector explains that the rule of the cercle 
is not to admit again those who make a dis- 
turbance and spoil the partie. Recriminations 
are useless, and as whatever law or justice 
there ig at Monte Carlo is in the hands of the 
“* Soeiété des Bains de Mer’”’ just as is the 
police, there is neither protection nor appea', 

It must, however, be explained here that 
these extreme. measures apply only to suc- 
cessful ** martingalistes”’—system piayers— 
or to “lightning’’ puntera—gambiers who 
come every day fora few minutes, stake three 
times some maximums, win by sdme remark- 
able fluke, and go away. These are the most 
hated, if only because of the superstition as 
to playing sur la tete du ponte—that, is, fol- 
lowing en masse the stakes of a lucky player. 
There have been eases where successive banks 
have been broken thus. A roulette bank 
starta generally with from £2,000 to £3,000, 
according to season, and the bank is consid- 
ered broken when this sum islost. Very 
often when the bank has been broken twice 
in succession the play is stopped at this par- 
ticular table and the roulette taken away; 
another proof of the precautions referred .to, 
and as a patent instance that the administra- 
tion does not believe in the possibility of pure 
chance. It is either the roulette or the crou- 
pier that must be out of gear. 

Asa matter of fact a croupier does not get 
out of gear because after a certain time, fif- 
teen to thirty minutes, he sets the disk mov- 
ing and the ball rolling with the same swing, 
so to say, and the result is that the ball will 
fall time after time into the same section of 
the disk; the consequences of this phenome- 
non have been more. than once disastrous to 
the bank in years past, hence croupiers are 
changed every half hour, or each thirty coups 
fire made by a fresh hand; some 800 coups 
are playei daily at each table. Asa further 
proof that the hand can acquire a certain dy- 
namic monotony, if one may use the 
expression, and a high evenness of impulse 
may be cited the fact that at the Croupiers 
School at the Conddmine there is a daily prac- 
tice of “aiming at zero.”” It is well known 
that zero is the bank’s chance of winning all 


other stakes except, of course, its own, and 


the single ones which are put “en prison,” 
tied over until the next coup; riser au zero is 
the croupier’s constant preoccupation, snd we 
find in this practice another instance of what 
was said in the beginning about the. chances 
of the punter. 

Rows happen mostly in the-summer season, 
when sinali players and system players swarm 
around the tables.

“martingalistes,”’ for, although the founder of

The Freie Buhne publishes the diary of a 
German functionary established in the Cam- 
eroon country, which throws a lurid light 
upon the conduct of the Teutonic authorities 
in that region.

March 138—The official documents in reference 
to the revolt of the Bakokos are full of inaccur- 
acies.

HE DIES AT DOWIE'S. 


PROF, KELLOGG’S GRIM FATE AT THE 
DIVINE HEALING TEMPLE. 


His Wife and Son and John Alexander 
Say an Accidental Fall Caused the Fatal 
Mesult=Mysterious Removal ef the Re- 
mains Without a Permit te the Family 
Residence in Evanston=Dr. Poole Is 
Shy of the Case—Coroner’s Verdict Fol- 
lows the Alleged Facts. ~ 

Prof, Julius F. Kellogg of the Northwestern 
University died Friday afternoon in John 
Alexander Dowie’s so-calied ** faith cure ” es- 
tablishment, No. 6020 Edgerton avenue, Hyde 
Park. Both Mrs. Kellogg and her son Will- 
iam insist that death resulted from concussion 
of the brain, due to an accidental fall; Prof. 
Kellogg dying thirty minutes after the injury 
was received. Some syngular circumstances 
surrounding the death and involving the treat- 
ment of the remains caused the Coroner to 
order that the body remain at Evanston un- 
disturbed until an inquest was held. 

This man, Dowie, professes to be a divine heal- 
er. What is that? It must mean that he holds 
a commission or proxy from God to perform 
miracles. But he never exhibits the proxy or 
power of attorney from the Almighty to per- 
form the miracles. Unless he possesses euch

authority he cannot do them, and to claim such 
power without possessing it constitutes the 
claimant a blasphemous fraud and fakir. 
Prof. Kellogg was only a recent convert to 
Dowie’s alleged belief in healing by faith and 


had been but a few days under his care, 


His friends, particularly among the 
university professors, are glad an 
inquest was ordered, as they say they are not 
satisfied that everything was done for the 
professor that could be done. The action of 
the undertaker seems peculiar. Ralston of 
Hyde Park was employed... The remains were 
placed in a casket and taken in a wagon to 
the Kellogg home in Evanston. it is said no 
permit was secured by Ralston to remove the 
remains from the city, and the transfer, it 
seems, was made in the night time, with ap- 
parently a deal of secrecy. 


Mra. Kellogg Talks of the Case. 


Mrs. Kellogg feels her loss deeply, but has 
every confidence in the efficacy of the faith 
cure and believes that everything possible was 
done for her husband. She eaid: 

**T have believed in the healing power of 
prayer for a long time, but it is only recently 
that my busband had any faith in it. You 
know he has been sick for two years. Dr. 
Isaac Poole treated him here and he went in 
the winter to the sanitarium at Battle Creek, 
Mich., where he was treated be Dr. Kellogg, 
a relative,

Hesank back 
on the pillow and seemed to be sleeping quiet- 
ly.

In a moment 
or two we were called back. Prof, Kellogg 
opened his eyes, recognized us with a smile, 
and then, without a tremor or other evidence 
of suffering, he passed into the unseen.

IT ISTHE HIGHEST TOWERIN THE WORLD 


The One at Wembley Park Exceeds the 
Eiffel by 175 Feet. . 

At Wembley Park, which is about six miles 
from the heart of London, there is in the 
course of erection at the present time a tower 
the total height of which will be 1,150 feet— 
175 feet higher than the Eiffel Tower. Un- 
like the latter tower, which gazes down on the 
houses'and roofs of the crowded city, the 
Wembley Tower crowns an eminence of the 
beautiful -Wembley Park, affording a lovely 
view of the surrounding country. 

It will be a strange sight to look on the 
birds flying in the trees so far beneath one, 
for at the foot of the tower is a famous rook- 
ery, where the rdoks gather and chatter from 
morning till night, and also one of the old 
ivy-covered $00 5 cottages, which has stood 


there for over 100 years. A few years ago the 
building of such towers as these would have 
been impossible. It is only with the new 
methods of handling steel and iron girders 
that such structures can be successfully put 
up. Over 150 men are now employed fitting 
pieces of the tower together, and it is wonder- 
ful what rapid progress they make. 

The foundations which have to support such 
tremendous weight above them have to be 
laid in place and kept there for a long time, 
to allow for the settling in theearth. There 
are four legs at the base, and each leg is c>m- 
sean of four smaller legs, or, better, feet. 

hey rest on tremendous foundations that 
were placed in position over two years ago. 
These foundations are made of stone and 
concrete, upon which are fastened the iron 
plates to which the legs are attached. 

The material of which the tower proper is 
composed is called *“‘mild steel.’’ There is 
not such a network of intricate little girders 
as we see in the Eiffel Tower; the spaces 
are more open, and the tower appears to be 
narrower and lighter in the air. “ lifts,” 
as they call them in England, or the elevators, 
as we call them where, which are to carry the 
people to the top of the observatory, are four 
in number. Twoof them go up to the first 
platform only, which is at a height of 150 
feet from the ground, and two will go up to 
900 feet, where there is an upper landing. 
Above this there will be several] smaller land-

IT MUST HAVE HELP. 


A. B. U. BOYOOTT ON PULLMAN OARS 
DEPENDS ON AID. 


If Other Organized Labor Associations Do | 


Not Give the Union. Co-operation the 
Proposed Tie-Up of the Palace Cars 
May Not Amount te Much —Vice-Presi- 
dent Wickes Eepeats the Position in 
Which His Company Stands—Address 
by President Debs. 

It is reasonably certain that the American 
Railway Union will next Tuesday institute a 
boycott against the cars of the Pullman Car 
company. The importance of such a move. 
ment is largely contingent upon the codpera- 
tion of organized railroad labor. In the ab- 
sence of such eodperation the boycott will be 
ineffective, if not futile; with such codpera- 
tion itis likely to breed serious complica. 


tions, eventuate in ruinous strikes and possi-.- 
bly in widespread disorder, The first move of 


the American Railway Union wiil be to have 
kindred organizations decline to haul the 
Pullman cars. This would particularly in- 
volve the Brotherhood of Locomo- 
tive Engineers and the Brother- 
hood of Locomotive Firemen. Well 
informed members of these two organiza- 


tions, however, incline to the opinion that- 


neither, asan organization, will assist the boy- 
cott. There is not the best of feeling between 
these organizations and. the American Reail- 
way Union. Individual members of each or. 
ganization are in sympathy with the proposed 
boycott, and have so informed the officers of 
the American Railway Union, but it is not 
believed any serious defection from the ranks 
of the old organizations will resul'. It is‘pos- 
itively knowr. that the officials of the two old 
brotherhoods have no fraternal feelings to- 
ward the younger organization. Many of 
the switchmen are members of the new unio". 


They also have an organization of their own. 


Of all the railroad labor orders, the switchmen 
are most likely to assist the boycott.’ This as 
a starting point may result in bringing other 
railroad organizations into active participa- 
tion. Indeed, it is really from this source the 
American Railway Union expects the first re- 
sponse, and, it reasons, it will be easy to 
bring in other -kindred organizations. The 
measure of success in this 1s speculative. The 
average railroad-man does not believe it can 
be successful, | 

The boycott cannot apply on the Santa Fé, 
Union Pacific, of Northern Pacific, as these 
roads are in the hands of receivers appointed 
by the United States courts. The boycott will 
involve the far Western and Southern roads 
most. The idents of all railroads in this 
country will be officially informed of the pro- 
posed boycott Monday. The officers of the 
American Railway Union are now formulat-

** We have been notified that the American 
Railway Union proposes to inaugurate a boy- 
cott against the cars of

that proposition the Pullman company occu- 
pies the same position it did from the in- 
ception of the trouble—it has nothing to ar- 
bitrate. When the men left the eniploy of the 
company in Pullman the works were closed. 
ene the matter ends under existing condi- 
ions. 

“This company will have no communica- 
tion with the American Railway Union be- 
tween now and Tuesday next touching the 

roposed boycott. It is nota matter that direct- 


ly concerns us or can concern us. We deliver 


our cars to our railroad clients under contract. 
We have no engines. and make up no trains. 
We do not in any manner operate a railroad. 
Whether organized labor will decline to haul 
our cars I cannot say. If such proves to be 
the case it will be wholly a matter between 
the railroads and their employés. But I can- 
not see why the railroads should be annoyed 
because of alleged grievances against this 
company. And, too, I hardly think the em- 
ployés of the various railroads with whom we 
have contracts are likely to precipitate a 
disturbance at this time, when so many peo- 
le are out of emplogment. To refuse to 
le our cars may result in their being per- 
manently thrown out of the service. At all 
events, we will keep our part of, the agree- 
ment with the railroad cempanies, We will 
furnish our cars, and it is the part of the rail-

ANECDOTE OF MARSHAL MACMAHON, 


It Shows the Manner in Which He as Pres- 
ident of France Ruled. 

It is seventeen years since Marshal Mac- 
Mahon, then President of the republic, wrote 
the celebrated letter in which he called on M. 
Jules Simon to résign the Premiership. This 
was the starting point of that strange and 
almost humiliating period styled the 16th 
of May, which lasted six months, at 
the end of which time the Con- 
servative party, which had been carrying on 
public affairs, was vanquished by universal 
suffrage and fell dead, so to speak, on the 
battlefield. If I now revert to it after seven- 
teen years’ silence, it is because M. Sinion 
himself, in today’s Figaro, hasan article of 
three coluinns upon the 16th of May. He 
was its chief and most signal victim, though 
the entire Monarchist y may also be-said 
to have been sictims. 

What I am about to say relates to a dinner 
on May 6, 1877,at which were present, 
among others, M. Henri Germain, Chairman 
of the Crédit Lyonnais, and M. Legouvé, the 
Academician, I do not recoliect the names 
of the other guests. fifteen or sixteen in num- 
ber, but I mention these two because they are 
still living, and Ican invoke their testimony. 
Here, then, is what passed. A Cabinet coun- 
cil at the beginning of May was discussing 
the line to be taken the government on 
an interpellation by le Biond. M. Jules 
Simon and Marshal MacMahon held the same 
opinion, but the other. Ministers took a con- 
trary view. 

Thereupon M, Simon said: “ My dear col- 
leagues, the President of the republic and I 
are of the same opinion on the attitude 
which the government should take in regard 
to M, le Biond’s interpellation. I have told 
you the reason for my opinion, which is 
also that of the President of the republic. 
If you agree to follow me we shall have the 
President of the republic with us, which 
will materially help us to command a ma- 
jority in the Chamber. If, on the contrary, 

reist in tome view, do you know what 
willhappen? Marshal MacMahon, convinced 
that he cannot govern with you, will form a 
resolution which I cannot precisely state be- 
forehand, but ite aim and result will be to 
force ‘us to A out of office, leaving the Mar- 
shal, or rather those in whose name he acts, 
master-of tte battlefield. The Marshal will 
then send for the Ducde Browse, will in- 
trust him with the Premiership, will at- 
tempt. to govern with a Broglie Cabinet, 
and, encounter the opposition of 
the Chamiber, will obtain from the Senate 
the right of dissolving it. Whereupon he will 
hold fresh elections, exercising the most vio- 
lent pressure on the constituencies. This 
would be a calamity, and I beg you to spare 
our country from it.” A long silence ensued. 
Everybody expected the rshal to protest 
against what M. Jules Simon had said. He 
was visibly agitated, but after a few minutes, 
raising his head and turning to M. rep weeks

Under or- 
dinary conditions she would have consumed 
at least 350 tons. 

The Grimm averages about eleven and a 
half knots an hour. She carries only freight 
and steerage passengers. First-class passenger 
liners codsume an immense amount of coal 
in comparison with that burned by vessels of 
the class of theGrimm. The same principle 
applied to them would resultin a large re- 
duction in their runping expenses. 

Emil 'L. Boas, general passenger manager 
of the Hamburg-American line, told me yes- 
terday that if the report upon the device made 
by Capt. Krevht and Chief Engineer Lange of 
the Grimm was entirely satisfactory it would 
only be a question of a few months before the 
new furnaces would be used by all the vessels 
of the line. 

Assistant Engineer Otto Remechel said that 
the new system was successful and that she 
chief engineer would probably report in favor 
of its adoption. If the smoke-consuming fur- 
naces are entirely adapted to the uses of the 
big,exprese steamers the fuel bill of the steam- 
ship companies will be decreased nearly one- 
third. The labor of the stokers will be great- 
ly lessened. Coming over here the firemen

partment above it. The engineers made a 


large saving of fuel this time with an inferior 
coal, They think that with better coal they 
could still further reduce the amount required. 


SCANDAL DEALS WITH CHINA’S RULER. 


It Is Hinted That He Got to the Throne in 
a Criminal Way. 

The announcement of the birth of an heir to 
the Emperor of China, which was published 
not long since, recalls the story of the ai. 
leged tragedy which signalized his aceession 
to the throne. His predecessor, T’ung-chi, 
died, as was announced, of smallpox, Jan. 12, 
1875. It is‘ said that’ his death wad reaily 
due to poison. At the time of 
his death his Empress, Ahiuta, the 
daughter of Duke Clung,' whom he 
married in October, 1872, when he was 16, 
was pregnant. Her child, if a boy, wouid 
have been the legal Emperor as well as heir 
by direct descent. She was put in what was 
represented as honorable confinement, ren- 
dered necessary by her bemg the widow of 
the dead Emperor and the possibie mother of 
the future Emperor., in the course of which 
she, with her anborn child, died. Her death 
was Officially attributed to her refusing food 
because of her grief at the loss of her hus- 
band, but there is said to:be good reason for 
believing that it was dueto the same means 
which are alleged to have caused her hus- 
band’s death, The China Mail said of her 
death atthetime: . 

* Her fate has indeed been an unhappy 
one. ‘Wedded at the age of 15, she became 
a widow at 17, and since the death of her 
husband has, if native reports are to be be- 
lieved, led a most miserable life, She is said 
to have refused all food for some days pre- 


“vious to ber death, and to have sunk from 


exhaustion.. Whether these reports are true 
or not, we can easily believe that her position 
was aimost unenviable one. At bestshe was 
expused to perpetual seclusion for matiy years 
to come, whileshe was exposed to intrigues, 
which, in view of her expected confinement, 
might have had her death and that of her pos- 
sible child as their object. Death was prob- 
ably a merciful relief.’”’ 

Other more outspoken authorities attributed 
her death to foul means. The reason her 
death! was desirable was because the two dow- 
ager Empresses, who were regents of the 
Flowery Kingdom, wanted to clear the way 
for the then infant son of Prince Chun, the 
‘*seventh Prince,” a member of the imperial 
family, although notof direct descent, whom, 
for reasons whichdo not appear, they had 


agreed to make the nominal o¢cupant 


of the tllsloike. One of these dowager 
Empresses was the hapless Ahluta’s 
mother-in-law. This infant became of age 
March, 1887, and assumed control of the 
governmentin February. 1889, when Ahluta’s 
mother-in-law, who had survived her co- 
regent, withdrew from power. 

The present sovereign, who reigns under 
the style of Kwangsii, was married Feb. 26, 
18898, The birth of his heir renders the suc. 
cession of the dynasty com paratively secure, 


-althongh he himself isin bad health and is 


not likely to live long: When he was pro- 


claimed Emperor, in accordance with Chi-- 


nese custom, his dead predecessor was de- 
clared to have adopted him, and an edict to 
that effect was promulgated throughout the 
Empire.—EZachange.

The Secretary’s annual report shows the 
tota) receipts for the maintenance of the li- 
brary for the year, including balances on hand 
June, 1893, were $275,450.70. The expen- 
ditures for the same time were $132,766.84, 
including $3,614.10 which was charged from 
the tax of 1892 as uncoliectable, main 
items of expense were for salaries, $6¥,- 
060.61; for books, $15,052.31 ; for binding, 
$8,519. 44; for maintenance of thirty deliv- 
ery stations. $12,158.71. 

The total receipts for the building account, 
including balance on hand June, 1893, were 
$1,.328,050.23, and the expenditures were 
$433,953.67. The Library Board as special 
trustees bas in its possession two bequests, 
$10,000 from William H. Ryder and $2,000 
trom Jerome Beecher. These bequests with 
the interest accrued amount, as shown by the 
report, to $14,672.20, of which $4,000 is 
now loaned on improved real estate Asin Pg 
and negotiations are now being mude for the 
loan of $10,000 on similar security. The re- 
port also shows that during the last year 
among miscellaneous cash yeceipte $460.30 
was received from the sale of indmg lists,

The Librarian’s report shows the total num- 
ber of volumes in the library May 31, 1804, 
was 198,827, an increase of 0,477 over last 
year. The entire number of volumes entered 
in the accession catalogue was 13.237, of 
which 9,902 were purchased, 1,815 were do- 
nated, 1,520 were received from tne several 
reading rooms. The accessions of pamphieta 
numbered 1,387, The amount expended for 
books were $15,052.21.

The 
number of books drawn from tf&e delivery 
stations for home use was 446,168, ac in- 
crease of 23,356 over the number reported 
last year. ‘The amount expended for salaries 
of keepers of delivery stations and for the

TO REDUCE LONG TERM BUSINESS. 


Effort Being Made to Discourage Writing 
Risks for Longer than Three Years. 

When the local board was established an 
effort was made to reduce the amount of 
term insurance written by agents, Under 
the present rules regarding reinsyrance re- 
serves a company is constantly tending to- 
ward impairment of capital by taking five 
year term business, no matter how satis- 
factory it may be. Of a premium on five- 
year business 25 per cent goes at once to the 
agent as commission, while a greater amount 
than the remainder of the premium has to be 
credited to reinsurance account. Under 


present premium oecaie the  teni- 


ency is toward writing four-year poli- 
cies. A brick dwelling, for example, is 
written one year for 30 cents; ‘two years, 
45 cents; three years, 60 cents; and five 
years, $1. This makes an annual rate of 30, 
2244, 20, 18%, and 20 cents respectively. 
The rate favors writing for four year terms, 
and so a majority of business goes for- that 
period, In the reorganization of the board a 
number of agents are favoring a change in 
the scale of rates which will discriminate in 
favor of-‘three year term business, as against 
business running for four and five years. 
They suggest a schedule about as foliows: 
One year, 80 cents; two years, 40 cents; 
three years, 60 cents; four years, 75 . cents; 
and five years, $1. This would make anoual 
rates of SO, 20, 16%, 18%, and 20 cents 
respectively, with the three. year rate consid- 
erably lower than the other rates.

VAST ARMY OF GYPSIES IN HUNGARY. 
: | 
They Increase in Spite of Persecution! and 
Are Unchangenble, | 
In Hungary there are, according to a rough 
estimate, about 150.000 gypsies, vagabonds 
who wander about the country with their carts 
and horses, accompanied by their women and 
children; and though at one time persecuted 
as uobelievers, and hunted to death as sorcer- 
ers and poisoners, the cruei edicts which en- 
joined such treatment were never sympa- 
thized in by the Hungarian people. The re- 
sult is, as we learn from ‘* The Peoples of the 


| World,” that the gypsies have increased,| and, 


in their own thriftiess, squalid fashion, ptos- 
pered, despite the hard usage’ théy have re- 
ceived at the hands of their rulers. | 

Indeed, the Hungarian Kings have more 
than once protected them asa “ poor |wan- 
dering people without a country, and whom 
all the world rejected,’”’ and granted them 
safe conducts to go wherever seemed goad to 
them, with their troops of donkeys) and 
horses, Joseph IJ. of Austria tried to set- 
tle them as agriculturists, and had | huts 
built for them. But instead of occupying 
the cotmnfortable dwellings themselves, | they 
stabled their cattle in them and pitched 
their tents outside. Then. to prevent'their 
corn from sprouting, they boiled it before 
sowing; and though their children were taken 
from them and trained up into habits of work 
under Magyar and German peasants, these 
wildlings soon escaped. and joined their 
parents, without. having learned anything 
from their forcible apprenticeship to civ- 
lization. It is affixmed that a gypsy, who 
had actuaily risen to the rank of an of- 
ficer in the Austrian army, diapebnsed one 
day, and was found six ironths afterward 
with a band of Zingariencamped on the heath. 

A young Slovack peasant fell in love! with 
and married a gypsy girl, but in his abs 
she escaped to the woods,and when di 
ered was sleeping under the skies and feeding 
on hedgehogs after the fashion of the race 
from whom she had been taken. The Abbe 
Liszt, charmed with the talent for musi¢ dis- 
played by a gypsy boy, took him to Paris and 
tried to train the little lad. But all in vain. 
The moment he saw his own people in Vienna 
his delight was indescribable; there was no 
longer any hope of keeping him under re- 
straint of polite life.—EKechange.

CONCERNING MUSIC IN BAYREUTH. 
Hanslick’s Reminiscences of the Festival 
of 1876, 

Eduard Hanslick, the noted Viennehe critic, 
embodies in the installment of his reminis- 
ecences in the current number of Die Deuteche 
Rundschauw some notes concerning thé Bay- 
reuth festival of 1876. While his opposition 
to Wagner is asalways openly expressed the 
sense of humor with which heconveys his 
experiences in the stronghold of the Bayreuth 
master makes extremely amusing (reading. 
Wagner’s Trilogy was given) for 'the.first 
time in its entirety at- Bayreuth in 1876 in 
the newly built festival theater. The 
Viennese critic made the acceptance of 
his undertaking a review/of the production 
dependent upon the agreement (that he 
should send nothing by telegraph, but wait 
until the next day after each performance to 
write down hia impressions. ‘‘ Not’’ jas he ex- 
presses it, ‘*‘rush out after every ac‘, like the 
English and American correspondents, to tele- 
graph a description of the applause, by the 
spoonful,’ .His wunflattermg opinions of 
Wagnerian works had already been both 
widely announced and denouneed, and of. the 
undertaking of thé Ring Nieblungen he 
naively said: “I was already used to poison, 
both written and spoken,/ and poison of any 
other description was not to be awaited in 

Bayreuth.”’ 

The feeling against the britie seems to have 
beea of a rather strong character among the 
**anosti¢s,”’ as he calls Wagnerianzi enthusiasts, 
To obtain a place at table seems! to have 
been a task not always successfully. ac- 
complished during these festival days. The 
difficulty which attended ali in the en- 
deavor to. dine appears in his case 
to shave been peculiarly 
One enthusiast refused to allow him to eat 
at his table. The critic was rescued by Fried- 
rich Bodenstedt, the » poet, and the Baroness 
von Bronsart, one of whose orchestral compo- 
sitions was aceepted for péfformaince at the 
opening of the Woman’s Building at the Ex. 
position. He chronicles his conversation with 
Mme:.von Bronsart as among the few agree- 
able remembrances of what he is pleased to 
term ‘“‘the martyr days of the Nieblungen.”’ 
‘*Hans-Richter,’’ he says, ** had. the courage 
to walk with me and in broad daylight 
through the streets of Bayreuth, which I must 
always place to his credit. ° He took me one 
inorning to get a view of the monster that had 
been chased out of England, the dragon of 
Siegfried.”” The sinking of ‘the! position 
of the orchestra'as introduced’) by Wagner he 
pronounces a good deed; but ‘the manner of 
its, enforcement at Baj reuth, as well as the 
datkeuing of the auditorium, he declares to 
have been exaggerated to the point of carica- 
ture. ** The povr musicians perspired. under 
a lead roof, shut out from the |world above, 
and their tone came without strength or brill. 
iancy.”’ The absolute darkuess in which the 
house was enveloped at times! he asserts to 
have been a season of recuperation to many. 
He says that the morning after the festival he 
was waiting at the train balf an hour befare it 
was scheduled to leave, and that éverythin 
and everybody wanted to depprt at one a 

the same time. 

In speaking of his departure fom the ecene 
in company with two friends he states; ‘* As 
the train moved out we fell upioh each other’s 
necks and exclaimed: * Heaven be praised, it 
is finished, itis out. The gods ave twilight. 
ed and we are given back to earth, 

The **Parsifal’’ production| at Bayreuth 
seems not to have awakened in.the breast of 
the critic the sume degree of! exhaustion as 
that caused by the Nieblungen performances,

Apropos of the Handel Festival, the grand 


rehearsal of which took. place at Crystal 
‘Palace Friday last, a reviewer in the current 


number of Biackwood's writes of theeuggested 
revival of that composer's operas, which of 
late has so frequently been reiterated, as 
follows: ‘* Let them be produced by all 
means if there ig a public straining for a 
novelty and willing to become onlookers at 
a resutrection of dry: old bones and anti- 


quated processes in a probationary period in 


the history of that combination of the two 
arts—music and drama—which we term 
opera. As novelties they might interest a 

few who are always athirst for some 
new thing; but the average musical 
body of today would go awry under 
a representation of a lyrical drama 200 years 
old. Such a performance would not add to 
BHandel’s reputation, but detract from it. 
Operas then and now, thoygh with the same 
aim, are widely differentart forms. Progress 
marks opera as it does architecture or re- 
ligious thought, and save forthe purposes of 
comparison there would be ag little gain in 


‘reviving Handel’s operas as would follow 


upon a reproduction of a Saxon dwelling ora 
Briton’s hut. 
“From Rinaldo to Lohengrin and Falstaff, 


isa big skip, and it would be altogether. un- 


reasonable to seriously ask an audience to 
face the leap, Operatic material and en- 
semble are now on a much more extensive 
scaie than was the case in Handel’s time, 
when even Gluck’s many reforins and im- 
peyvonecans had not been given to the world. 

oreproduce Handel's .operas for the ordi- 
nary theatergoer nowadays managers would 
have to rehabilitate Handel! in every direction. 
This could only be unsatisfactory, and it is to 
be hoped that no management will ever res- 
cue the scores|from the oblivion into which 
they, with a hundred thousand others, have 
deservedly passed. The argument that be- 
cause Macready-revived Acis and Galatea 
at Drury Lune, successfully the same result 
might.be expected of Handel's operas is un- 
sound, The Acis is a singularly convenient 
score to render, and partaking, as it 
does, of the rature of a. cantata it 
is always welcome in. the concert- 
room without the aid of’ scenic effects. 
Every song that Handel has written in his 
operas might be brought to light with infinite 
advantages to singers, but noone probably 
would be much the ‘better for the entire 
operas. They are valuable as markinga cer- 
tain period in the development of opera; but 
it is an Unwarrantable stretch of the critical 
faculty to promise that their performances 
would please modern uudiences,’

A new yersion of Wagner’s ‘“‘ Lohengrin” 
was produced at Munich May 22, the birthday of 
the composer. The scenic arrangements and 
processions are noted as being remarkable in 
their realism. The action was transferred from 
the thirteenth century to the tenth century, the 
real age of King Heinrich der Vogier. This 
change resulted not alone in alteration of the 
costumes and architectural backgrounds. but 
more clearly defines the confliept between heathen 
and Christian ides undorlying the plot. Through 


. the assistance of eminent archeologists absolute 


historic correctness was obtained and Prof. 
Fiugen, Director-Genéral Possa ee and Conductor 
Levi united in endéa vor to me ke the perform- 
ance a pe ‘rfect one, “ almost li . ‘ newly discoy- 
ered work,’’ by Wagner..

Life in the great place of sum- 
mer resort is too much of a luxury for any 
one to want togiveitup. He is not certain even 
if he should go to the good place that it would 
be any*tnore pleasant.

VOTING FOR THEIR OWN HARM. 

The ** American Railway Union”’ in its Chi- 
cago convention has adopted ‘a resolution in 
favor of free coinage at the ratio of 16 to 1, 
It has declared for an equality in debt-paying 
power of 100 cents worth of gold and legs 
than 50 eents worth of silver, The resolution 
reads as follows: 

Resolved, All gold and silver coin and bullion 
taken to our mints to be coined into money, 
25 8-10 grains of goid, 9-10 fine, shall be the gold 
unit of $1, and 412% grains of coined silver, 9-10 
fine, shall be the silver unit of $1, each to be equal 
to the other in debt-paying powers, the owners of 
such gold and silver to have the right of taking 
the same to any mint er Subtreasury of the 
United States and receiving in lievw of their coin 
gold or silver certificates of the United States, 
the government storing the coin for their redemp- 
tion as now, such gold and silver coins and such 
gold and silver certificates to be a legal tender 
for all debts, both public and private, of the peo- 
ple of the United States, the gold certificates to 
be redeemable in gold coin and the silver certifi- 
cates to be redeemable in silver coin. 

It requires 33 ounces of silver to equal one 
ounce of gold in commercial or intrinsic 
value. But this resofution demands that a 
silver dollar shall be issued to the holder of 


less than half a dollar’s worth of silver. And 


cents’ worth of silver shali have the same 
debt paying power as a gold dollar. It is sur- 
‘prising that the Debs convention did not also 
demand that they should have the same pur- 
chasing power, and resolve that the merchant 
owner of property who would not sell as 
much goods for a 50 cent silver dollar as a 
100 cent gold dollar should be shot or hung 
for treason. 

It often has been shown by Taz TritsvuNz 


be a slump to silver monometallism with a de- 
basement of the currency unit by fully 50 per 
cent, as no man in his senses, not even Debs 
himself, would pay his debts with 100-cent 
gold dollars when the law allowed him to pay 
in silver which he could buy with half the gold 
and keep the:other half for other purposes, 

The delégates composing the American 
Railway Union have no interest to be served 
by a debasement of the American currency 
unit to less than half its present value. None 
of them are debtors to be benefited' by being 
allowed to pay off. their debts in 50-cent 
dollars and keep the rest of the money. On 
the contrary, all the forehanded ones among 
them are creditors, who are vitally interested 
in being paid with the very best kind of 
money that circulates. They and other wage 
workers have' an aggregate of two billions of 
dollars in the savings banks of the United 
States, and tens of thousands of them have 
polities of life insurance, all to be 
paid in the kind of money that is 
legal tender when the policy falis due in each 
case. In what imaginable way would they be 
benefited by having the: gold par standard 
expelled, and the half silver standard substi- 
tuted for it? By what singular process of 
reasoning have they arrived at the conclusion 
that a slump depriving them at one stroke of 
half the savings bank credits and the life in- 
surance protection they have purchased with 
savings from their daily toil, would benefit 
the millions of men and women who work for 
wages? Orin what way do they suppose 
the change to the 50-cent silver standard 
would benefit any toiler having in his pocketa 
small or large sum of money, to have every 
dollar of it shrink to a purchasing power 
equal to that of 50 cents of our present 
money? How much do they fancy the future 
compensation of the workers would be im- 
proved by setting them into a ‘long continu- 
ous agony of struggle with their partly im- 
poverished employers in determining how 
many of the cheap dollars should be paid fora 
week’s toil? How do they come to the conclu- 
sion that labor would be better off because paid 
in half-worth money instead of in full-worth 
money, when a very small amount of sensible 
reflection would suffice to enable them to see 
that the purchasing power of money is all that 
money amounts to or is cared for by the man 
who seeks to obtain it? What work on finance 
have their Jeaders studied before formulating 
this remarkable proposition to substitute a 
50 per cent silver dollar currency for the sup- 
posed benefit of the rank and file wage toilers 
on the railroads of the United States? We 
should like to find that remarkable book on 
money in order to read its arguments, which 
seem to have convinced Debs & Co,

TWO MINUTES OF DERBY DAY. 

Derby day was here yesterday. So was the 
string of horses. So were thousands of people 
with gay equipages and without them. So 

re full pockets and empty pockets. So 
were fashionables, sports, and .gamblers, 
Likewise so was the heat. So was society. 

Derby day ostensibly isa matter of hours; 
in reality it is a matter of minutes, and about 
two of them at that, From every point of 
view it is probable the horses enjoy those two 
minutes more than the spectators, provided 
the former are not abused. The horses only 
figure on the track about two minutes and 
then go back to their comfortable quarters. 


‘Society figures several days in getting ready 


for the Derby. It figures all day at the Derby » 
for two minutes of supposed enjoyment. It 
spends thousands of dollars in prepara- 
tions. It‘ risks no one can say ex- 
actly how much money on the outcome 
of the equine function. That function being 
over in two minutes the money is gone in two 
minutes—gone into'the knowing ones’ | pock- 
ets. .Does it pay society? Apparently it 
does, or society would not suffer discomfort 
for a day merely to enjoy pleasure for two 
minutes. Society is never happier than when 
it is massed in the aggregate with the oppor- 
tunity to see itself, to criticise its turnouts, 
ard to admire or not to admire its gowns. 
Perhaps, therefore, society gets several hours 
of comfort out of this two minutes of oppor- 
tunity: What society loses cuts little figure, 
for society usually bets lightly and elegantly. 
The stakes put up are of not much more ac- 
count than cigars, gloves, candies, or a din- 
ner. But society is only a small part of the 
There are thou- 
sands who hang on the skirts of society 
and thousands more of small clerks and 
all sorts and conditions of humanity 
who go to the Derby to enjoy the two minutes. 
To get there many of them spenda week’s 
earnings, while others are content to patronize 
the democratic steam and cable cars, but in 
those two minutes a large number of all of 
them lose not only all they have spent to get 
there, but all they huve earned for many weeks 
previous. Doesit pay them? Today as they 
contemplate their personal Derby balance- 
sheet they will probably anawer in the nega- 
tive. But they will go next time just the 
same, The old gambling spirit’ will 
be rampant. As the gambler who has 
lost at one turn of the wheel hopes to 
recoup himself at the next and get back what 
he has lost, so the patron of the Derby of 
1894 who has lost will be on hand at the 
Derby of 1895 with the hope he will be the 
Of course, the chances are he will 
not, but. betting upon an absolute uncertainty 
has an irresistible charm and no other time 
of the year has such attraction as the two 
minutes of Derby day. Society does not suf- 
fer much. Gamblers and horse fanciers do 
not suffer much. But the thousands of ama- 
teurs who are drawn there by the joint attrac- 
tion of gambling and_ social: display pay a. 
heavy sum for two minutes of enjoyment and. 
excitement. Can they afford it is a question 
they may well ask, but it is not likely they 
will. 86 Derby day will continue and thou. 
sands will be content to exchange weeks .of 
wages for two minutes of pleasure. 


SUPERSTITIONS OF THE HUMAN RACE. 

There is a vast amount of superstition, even 
among the more intelligent people, and most 
of it is traceable to the infantile phases of 
thought which obtained in the earlier history 
of the human race before men had learned to 
observe facts with reference to their origin or 
to reason from effects towards their causes. 
The superstition about “thirteen”? has come 
down tous from the time when that number 
was regarded as containing a superfluity, 
twelve being looked uponasa perfect and 
sacred number, compounded of three and 
four. Probably Friday came to be thought 
unlucky because it is the day next preceding 
the original or Jewish Subbath, which was a. 
day of rest that did not permit the finishing 
of a work begun Friday and left uncompleted, 
though in many minds it is associated with 
the crucifixion and with the hanging of crim- 
inals. 

The belief in ghosts and hobgoblins is well 
nigh universal. It is traced back by Huxley 
to the infancy of human. thought, and by him 
considered as the foundation of human belief 
in the supernatural. And it is grained deep 
into the individual of today during childhood, 
the teaching being done by the mother or 
(female) nurse, not by the father. Asa rule 
the belief in the existence of ghosts or ghades 
of the departed becomes a part of the mental 
furniture between the ages of 4 and 12, of 
not all. Whether it be the ** pious” teaching 
that angels watch over the bed of babes, or the 
demoniac threat that a ghost will come for the 
child if it is not *‘good,”’ the general result is 
much the same, The boy grows up with a 
shaded mentality, in which doubt .alter- 
nates with superstitious belief, the latter 
being but seldom completely removed 
as a result of deep study of the laws of the 
universe. The more impressible mind of the 
female child accepts these things as entities 
ot verities, from which itis not released by 
the more mature thinking of adulf life, and 
naturally it indoctrinates with the same false 
and hurtful notions the juvenile minds over 
which the girl then has control. Thus the be- 
lief in ghosts pervades the people from one 
generation to another long after a general 
attainment of the knowledge a proper appli- 
eation.of which should make such absurd be- 
lief impossible. ._The more weak-minded be. 
come cowards in the dark or in the vicinity of 
grave-yards, their intellects are’: muddled and 
their judgments clouded, while their lives are 
rendered more or less sad by the gloom with 
which the belief in the existence of ghosts 
enshrouds them. 

It is the duty of teachers of youth in: this 
“enlightened age’’ to help their pupils to 
think correctly in regard to natural phenom- 
ena. If they do not give positive instruction 
to that effect they lead those in their charge 
away from the idea that’ the rolling thunder 
and the flashing lightning are exhibitions of 
wrath by some one of thousands of angry 
gods which the ancients supposed to people 
earth, air, and skies. They should be required 
to be more direct in relation to the almost 
universal tinge of belief in the existence of 
spooks, these being the originals of the 
“ gods’ which in the infancy of the human

WHY, CARTER Was NOMINATED AND 
NEELY ‘DEFEATED. | 
When the roll was called Friday on the 
nomination of County Judge Mr. Carter of 
the Twelfth Ward got 390 vetes and Mr, 
Neely of Evanston 146. As Mr, Neely was 
the first candidate in the field, is a man of fine 
qualifications, who made a good record in the 
State’s-Attorney’s office, and has hosts of 
warm friends, his Yote seems rather small, It 
would have been much larger—large-enough to 
nominate. him—but. fot two reasons. One 
of these was that Mr. Carter is a resi- 
dent of the big Republican Twelfth Ward, 
which had thirty-seven delegates in the con- 
vention. If that number of men froin a 
4,000 majuvurity ward act unitedly and make 
their combinations and deals intelligently 
they can generally get what they want, The 
prime object of the Twelfth-Warders was-to 
nominate Mr. Catter for County Judge. If 
they could get anything else for the Twelfth 
Ward it would be so much clear gain. It 
seemed to them that they would be surer of 
attainiug their purpose if they left the Ray- 
mond column, say, at midnight, and allied 
themselves with the Kochersperger forces 
about break of day. They acted on that as- 
sumption and js the ‘'deal’’ got all they 
wanted. 

Strong as this combination was it might 
not have been a winning one ‘had it not been 
for the accident of locality. From a political 
point of view the most important duties of 
the County Judge are those imposed on him 
by the’ Pence election law. Through the 
Election Commissioners selected by him and 
the judges and clerks of election chosen by 
the Commissioners and confirmed by the 
Judge, he has the direct overseeing of all 
elections in the city, The more zealous he is 
in the discharge of his duties the fairer and 
honester will be the elections in Chicago for 
the next four years. Under such Judges as 
have filled the office since the Pence law was 
passed fraud has prevailed unchecked and is 
rapidly increasing in boldness, variety, and 
extent. | ‘ 

While the jurisdiction of the County Judge 
extends over the entire county the Pence elec- 
tion law applies only in Chicago and the ad- 
jacent towns of Cicero. Mr. Neely lives in 
Evanston, where the Pence law is not in force 
and where it is not needed, for Evanston is 
stillan innoeent, rural community, where 
every man knows his neighbor and repeating, 
false counting, simnplating, and other cheating 
are unknown, The Evanston voters live 
placid lives under the old election law, which 
wore out in Chicago and had to be got 
rid of because it was so ineffectual to 
stop wholesale fraud. It was claimed 
among the members of the cor- 
vention that it never would do to nominaté® 
for County Judge a man living in the classic 
shadows of the Northwestern University, 
where the science/of preventing election frauds- 
is not, taught because not needed, It was said 
that he could not énforce the Pence law ef« 
fectively, as he knew only by hearsay of the 
evils it was designed to prevent, while a man 
living in the city, familiar with the rascality 
that law is meant to curb, would administer 
it more intelligently and earnestly. a 

This line of reasoning had great weight 
with many members of the convention. 
No one denied that Mr. Neely could try a 
special assessment case as well as Mr. Carter, 
but if could not be denied that one of them 
lived outside the bounds of the Pence law, 
which the County Judge .has to enforce, 
the other within those bounds. . It was said 
also that it would be good politics—and very 
likely it is—for the Republicans to take their 
candidate for County Judge, the most im- 
portant position on the ticket, out of the 
Twelfth Ward, with its Republican majority 
of from four to five thousand. If that were 
done the Republicans of that ward would ac- 
cept the responsibility, and would roll up a 
majority that would paralyze the ballot-box 
stuffing opposition. 

This was how it came about that Mr. Neely, 
who was at one time first in the running, fell 
hopelessly to the rear, and was defeated by a 
man who, thoagh he has fine qualifications 
for the office and will make a successful run, 
owes. his nomination chiefly to the fact that it 
was urged he would have a keener personal 
interest in the rigid and faithful enforcement 
of the Pence law than his competitor, who 
resides outside *of its jurisdiction, That was 
the effective argument which defeated the 
able and clever Evanstonian. 


SLEEPING CARS TO BE TIED UP—RIGHTS

railroad organization called the American 
Railway Union has decided to ask the rail- 
road employés of the country to refuse to 
handle Pullman sleeping cars, or to allow 
them to be attached to passenger trains. The 
object is to bring additional pressure to bear 
on the Pullman company to force it to pay 
higher wages to employés who quit work and 
surrendered their situations a couple of 
months ago because they did not think they 
were getting enough pay, they demanding the 
same number of dollars as received last year 
when money had less purchasing power. 

Week before last, when some of the old em- 
ployés at Pullman appeared before the A. R. 
U. convention and described their unhappy 
situation, many delegates got excited and 
clamored ‘for an immediate boycott. But no 
one got excited over the prospect of forcing 
pedple who for thirty years have been accus- 
tomed to use sleeping cars suddenly to do with- | 
outthem, Noone in that convention suggest- 
ed timidly that hundreds of thousands of peo- 
ple would be inconvenienced seriously—not 
to use a stronger phrase—by the sudden stop.

The same advice which Mr. Medill gives about 
Mayors has been given abont Presidents by Mr. 
James Bryce in his “* American Cémmonwea!th.”’ 
It might prove a cure for, and would doubtless 
serve to mitigate, the severity of that second-term 
fever which so often prostrates the bolder of of- 
fice, municipal, Federal, or State. It would not 
deprive the city, State, or Nation of the advan- 
tage of an officer's experience, for both Mr. 
Bryce and Mr. Medill aim only to keep the oflice- 
hoider from being his own immediate successor,

The lines of 

wholesale men are being cut down. sharply, 

and merchants are economizing on the insur- 

ance question by ovjecting to the advances in 

rates made by stock companies; and wherever 

possible are securing cheaper insurance, It 

will be the most natural thing for them to re- 

duce their. expenses’ in the way of rents, 

either by, economizing in tbe matter of space 
or in demanding reduction in rates.

BUILDING AND LOAN DECISIONS, 


Law Points Whieh the Higher Courts Are 
Passing Upon, : 

Decigions of interest to building societies 
are being continually made in various States 
on particular points. Here is one by the 
Court of Appeals at St. Louis with reference 
to withdrawals. Mary E. Maloney vs. The 
Real Estate, Buildmg and Loan Association. 
On trialin the lower court the plaintiff se 
cured judgment on the vroof that she had 
given thirty days’ notice of withdrawal and 
was entitled to receive the amount paid in 
by her, with a proportion of the net profits 
or the net loss, as the case might be, at the 
time of withdrawal. The statutes provided, 
however, that at no time should more than 
one-half of the unloaned funds in the treasury 
be applied to such demands. The association 
took advantage of that provision, but the 
lower eourt held the answer was not good. 
When the case was carried to the Court of 
Appeals the latter held that the holders of 
stock in building associations were partners, 
and the privileges of withdrawing should not 
be asserted to’ the detriment of the remainmg 
partners. And inasmuch as the portion set 
aside for the payment of withdrawals was ex- 
hausted when Mary Maloney sought to with- 
draw, and as there were other applications 
ahead of hers, the case was dismissed by the 
upper court. 

It has been decided by the Supreme Court 
of New York: that where articles of associa- 
tion provide that after notice of withdrawal of 
shares the amount thereof shall be repaid to 
such members as soon as the necessary funds 
are in the treasury the association cannot lend 
any of its funds while the withdrawal notices 
are on file, and the right of the withdrawing 
member to receive payment is not affected by 
a resolution of the rd of Directors that 
only half of the recéipts of the association 
shall be applied for payment of withdrawals, 
and that the other half sha'l be loaned to 
members. ‘The articles of association control 
the contract between the association end the 
members and the directors have no power to 
change or limit such obligations. 

The Supreme Court of South Carolina has 
decided that the premium bid for a building 
association loan cannot be allowed as a cloak 
for usury, and that when an association sets 
up a contract which on its face is usurious the 
borrower need not allege it void. The same 
court held that where a borrower defaulted in 
the payment of his dues the association might 
forfeit the amount paid in stock without cred- 
iting his indebtedness therewith.

The latter had convention of 1864 
to himself, as did Grant in 1868.and 1872, 
Blaine, Morton, and Conkling loomed up in the 
fight in 1876, although the prize: was carried off 
by a smaller man, but one of Gite respectable 
proportions. Grant and Blaine dividéd the hon- 
ors in 1880 at the outset, and Sherman had a 
strong contingent behind him.

It will consist of an ante-salon, a large par- 
lor, three or four bedrooms, a i rge Tisbie. 
room, a butler’s pantry, and a kitchen. The 
dining-room is always rich in heavy carved 
wood furniture. The parlor will be splendid, 
though the colors may not always harmonize. 
One bedroom, always adjoining the parlor, 
will be furnished with the same _ luxuriance, 
and the others will be fairly large and com- 
fortable. The furniture includes bed cover- 
ing, linen excepted, and a complete set of 
kitchen utensils. Silverware is not included. 

It ig necessary in every case to inspect an 
apartment before signing the lease for it. 
‘* Exceptional occasions”’ to sublet the flat 
and {furniture of a private French family turn 
out disastrously for American faimilies. They 
are occasions for-the enterprising natives to 
renew their furniture at your expense; to 
bring you in a most astounding bill for 
“breakage” and “deterioration” which 
you must pay, because you cannot hope to 
fight them in their courts. The private fam- 
ily jockeys up its rickety furniture in the 
same manuer thata gyp horse dealer braves 
up a worthiess nag, with false hair, paint, 
tooth filing, physic and the rest—only the 
gyp hae not the impudence to call you into 
court if you refuse to pay. | 

Before moving into any.furnished flat the 
inventory must be attended to. Herea house 
agent’s clerk is indispensable; He charges 
you $4, in return for which he makes an ex- 
amination of the furniture, checks off and 
identifies the presence of the items set down 
in the inventory.om. your moving in, and 
again .oes through this routine in the final 
verification of all things when you vacate the 
flat. Atimeisa therefore appointed and all 
the parties are on hand in the apart- 
ment. The clerk with list in 
hand overlooks and teste each piece 
of furniture, Not a ‘ scratch or 


know that it is al important—without 
the inventory you are at the mercy 
of the landlord, who, although he is 
not a “French family ’’—meaning a 
French woman-—is_ atill French. The 
French have different ideas.of, business from 
ourown. At last the clerk and landlord bow 
themselves out gracefully. You see them 
chatting on the street below before they sepa- 
rate. You wonder if they have an under- 
standing. That is a thing you cannot find out 
till the termination of yourlease. Meanwhile 
sing **‘ Home, Sweet Home.” 

At least the apartment is now your own until 
the time of reckoning comes. The oniy ques- 
tion is to find out how to live in it. The only 
thing you need is money. Even linen and 
silver may be rented for a week- 
ly payment from the companies. that 
make a special business of it. 


- But you are not allowed to wash: this rented 


linen yourself or keep it beyond the time 
when it would ma tutnily need washing. .This 
is interpreted by the company’s Superintend- 
ent, who sends for the old and brings you the 
new on the principle that you are the 
cleanest, most fastidious people in the world, 
because they find their profit in the laundry- 
ing of their own linen. 

Next acquire a maid of all work. A good 
one is very good, and for that reasan she is 
calied a **bonne.’” Her tact is admirable, 
anc though she works slowly she works steadi- 
ly allday. She ts ready to undertake any 
service, from matching ribbons ata shop to 
dressing hair. She knows plain cooking and 
can keep accounts. When she returns from 


. marketing she will present her littie memo- 


randum correctly spelled and added up, There 
is a reason for her arithmetic and amiability. 

By an unwritten law, which it is useless for 
her American mistress to attempt to evade, 
the bonne receives from each tradesman .a 
small commission on every pound and quart

to marry. Dressed in her tidy gown, with 
her white apron’ and jaunty white cap—or 
bareheaded, for she does riot wear a hat ex- 
cept on her night off—she makes a pretty 
picture conspiri over centimes with the 
shopman.

provisions are extraordinarily dear 
in Paris. Take kerosene oil. “Every one must 
use it. as few Paris apartments have gas in 
the bedrooms. Outside the walls of Paris a 
certain quantity of kerosene costs .55 cen- 
times. Inside the barriers the same quantity 
costs 75 centimes. The octroi or municipal 
tax amounts every year to something like 
$30,000,000. Asa result beefsteak is 40 
cents a pound, butter 50 cents a pound, a 
good chicken costs a dollar, and one good 
mutton chop 12 cents. Naturally the Paris- 
ian learns to be saving at his table. | 

The methods of retail trade assist the Pa- 
risians to be saving at their tables, Butchers 
cut their meat up ec a ara the En- 
glish and American fashion. You need not 
buy an ounce of bone, meat, or fat you do 
not want; indeed, if you want bone or fat 
you have to buy it separately. This minute 
cutting up of meat spoils its best flavor; but 
the French are ignorant Of this, as they have 
no taste for natugal meats or vegetables, 
They think they skould improve all natural 
flavors, which they do with eauces, 

Plain roast meats are not used to excess in 
families of moderate means. In boarding- 
houses they will give you everything except 
roast meats and steaks. And visiting Ameri- 
cans, wondering at the profusion of ice 
cream. salads, puddings, and other make- 
shifts, also wonder why they feel so weak in 
Paris. They say it ia the air, or perhaps the 
habit of drinking — They seldom realize 
that they are being starved... 

It is don however, that the height of this 
economy will never be reached by an Amer- 
ican family playing at housekeeping in Paris, 
for the‘good reason that their servant or serv- 
ants love economy no.more than any one else 
does. They have heard of American lavish- 
ness and do not seek to check it. To catch 
the true Parisian flavor of economy 
at meals it is necessary. to take

Mrs. Stone is satisfied 
Chicago not only needs but must havea 
building which equals or exceeds any she siw 
in the cities visited. ‘The needs are as great 
in Chicago, for young: women are in: the front 
places for self support.’ The Chicago society 
owns the property at No. 288 Michigan ave- 
nue and is determined to build a home adapt. 
ed to its wants and. centralize its work, 
From a business’ standpoint it will 
do as is usual with  business-men, 
use the property for its work—say for the 
next ten, fifteen, or may be twenty years 
and then dell and plant in different sections, 
The biilding will be started as soon as the 
new plans are perfected. the old home re 
moved, and the ground (80x160 feet) covered 
with a seven-story building, which will have 
all the modern improvenieuts—gymnasium, 
audience-room, library, class-rooms, single 
sleeping-rooms, in fact ail the comforts ofa 
well reguisted home. At present the associa 
tion bas four boarding-houses—No. 288 Mich- 
an avenue, No. 367 West Jackson street, 
o. 5830 Rosalie court, No. 3258 Wentworth 
avenue. The Englewood Branch Home is at 
No. 6307 Stewart boulevard. It maintains 
an employment bureau at No. 243 Wabash 
avenue, andthe Travelers’ Aid Department 
‘keeps an agent at each of the seven principal 
railway stations to protect strange woimen 
and girle who come to the city. Educational 
and social matters are in charge of compe- 
tent committees.

‘In 1850 the cholera was prevalent here, 
and my first wife was seized with the disease 
and died within a few days later. Four days 
after her death I was taken down myself. 
did not scare me at all. I just gave directions 
to my apprentice boy; Bob Brown, what to 
do with me if I became unconscious, and then 
sent for Dr. Boone. Afterwards I sent for 
his partner, Dr. McVicker, who gave me a 
powder which checked the disease instantly. 
A year afterward I had the cholera again, and 
when I ca.led in Boone he went right off to 
McVicker and got the same powder, and it 
cured me the second time. 

“That leads meto remark I do not re. 
member to have been sick in bed two days in 
my life. I was 80 years old last Noveiusber 
and feel perfectly strong and healthy yet. i 
never took any particular care of myseif, but 
I never had any vices. Inever used tobacco 
and never touched liquor of any kind in my 
youth. Ithink my owt-of-door work as a 
carpenter did a good deal tu give me a sound 
constitution. I never was drunk but once, 
ana I think I ought to tell you how it hap- 
pened. wes building the Court-House 
at the time, and the Commissioners 
had paid me $6,000, all in onelump. This 
was regarded as an enormous sum of money, 
and the Commissioners insisted on my treat- 
ing them. I was glad to do so, but the spree 
was conducted in a yery primitive fashion. 
We adjourned to the office of Lawyer Bill 
Davis, who was one of them, and I went out 
and bought a bottle of French brandy, a bot- 
tle of Scotch whisky, a bottle of Irish whisky, 
a bottle of rum, and a bottle of gin, We had 
no wine here in those days, and American 
whisky was held in poor esteem. In the com- 
pany were Dr. Dye and the Daltons. The 
whole party were experienced tipplers except 
myself, and the consequence was I drank too 
much and too many kinds of liquor, and had 
to be put to bed. 

‘*IT never belonged to any church. I was 
brought up an Episeopalianin England and 
in Chicago attended for some time a Unitarian 
church on the north side of Washington 
street, between Clark and Dearborn streets, 
partly because I built the chygch. When the 
pastor went away he was succeeded by 
Robert Collyer, whom I liked greatly, 
and I attended his preaching for 
many years. I have six = children 
living. I have two sons who are farmers liv- 
ing in Will County, a son in Oklahoma, a 
married daughter in Englewood, a married 
daughter in Oak Park, and a 17-year-old son 
with me at home. Iwas married three times. 
My first wife died, as I have said, of chulera, 
and the second of ¢onsum ption. 

Honse Bullt in 1839 Still Standing. 


‘‘ In thespring of 1839 I bought a lot trom 
A. S. Sherman for $100 and builton ita house 
16x24 feet in its ground plan anda story and 
a half high, in which I lived for eight years. 
That house is still standing, at the southeast 
corner of Adams and Jefferson streets, and I 
still own it. 

‘*When I came to Chicago the Court-House, 

which was a one-story and basement brick af- 
fair, stood at Clark and Randolph streets. 
The city offices. in which George Davis and 
C. B. Farwell held sway, were in the base. 
ment. The jail wasa log building at La 
Saile and Randolph streets. The prisoners 
lived in one end and the Sheriff in the other. 
Close by the Sheriff's door wasa well, with a 
well-sweep. 
'* In 1851 the county and city decided té 
build a new Court-House. Plans were 
drawn by John M. Van Osdel. and the cut 
stone used was from Lockport, N. Y. Peter 
' Page had the contract for the masonry and I 
had all the other contracts. The amount of 
my contracis was $35,000, and the plans 
were so well made my extras did not exceed 
$50. This building was finished in 1854, was 
subsequently enlarged by the addition of 
wings. and was destroyed in the great fire, 

** When I arrived the Lake House stood 
at the eorner of North Water and Rush 
streets, and was ai fine three-story 
brick building. In front of it. was the only 
dock in the city, and it was owned by New- 
berry & Dali, In 1838 James Woodworth. 
afterwards Mayor of the town, builta ware- 
house on the east side of Wells and Water 
streets. Woodworth also builta steam flour 
mili at the foot of Lake street, which not only 
ground wheat but pumped the water for the 
firat water-works, consisting of- a smaii 
wooden tank and wooden pipes. This im. 
provement was highly appreciated, as before 
then all the good water we got was hauied 
from the lake and so!d by the pail.” 


AMONG THE CLOUDS ON MOUNT ARARAT. 


Nothing but Snow Covers the Peak Where 
the Ark Was Moored. 


“ Mount Ararat has two tops, a few hundred 
yards apart, sloping, on the eastern and western 
extremities, into rather prominent abutments 
and separated by a snowy valley or depression 
from 59 to 100 feet in depth.’’ Thus, in the 
Century for June, write Messrs, Alien and 
Sachtleben, the young Americans who made 
a bicycle tour of the world. 

‘* The eastern top, on which we were stand- 
ing, was quite extensive, and thirty to forty 
feet lower than its western neighbor. Both 
tops are hummoacks on the huge dome of Ara- 
rat, like the humps on the back ofa camel, 
on neither one of which is there a vestige of 
anything but snow. 

* There remained just as little trace of the 
crosses left by Parrot and Chodzko as of ‘the 
ark itself, Weremembered the pictures we 
had seen in our nursery books, which repre- 
sented this mountain top covered with green 
grass, and Noah stepping out of the ark, in 
the bright, warm sunshine, before the reced- 
ing wave; and now we looked around and 
saw this very spot covered with perpetual 


snow. Nor did we sée'any evidence what- 
ever of a § former _ existi crater, 
except perhaps a  snow-fille depres- 
sion. re was ‘nothing about this 


perpetual snowfield, and the freezing atmos- 
phere that was chilling us to the bone, to re- 
mind us that we were on the top of an ex- 
tinct volcano that once trambled with the 
convulsions of subterranean heat. 

‘The view from this towering height was 
immeasurably extensive, and almost too 
grand. All detail was lost—all color,, all 
outline; even the surrounding mountains 
seerned to be but excrescent ridges of the 
plain. Then, too, we could catch only oc- 
casional glimpses, as the*.cloude shifted to 
and fro. At one time they opened up be- 
neath us, and revealed the ‘Aras Vailey with 
its glittermg ribbon of silver at an abysmal 
depth below. Now and then we could descry 
the black volcanic peaks of Ali Ghez forty 
miles away to the northwest, and on the south- 
west the low mountains that obscured the 
Town of Bayazid. Of the Caucasus, the 
mountains about Erzerumon the west, and 
Lake Van on the south, and even of the Cas- 
pian Sea, all of which are said to be in 
Ararat’s horizon, we could see absolutely 
no ‘

‘When the prejudice against women as phy- 
‘sicians wos so strong as to mean ostracism to 
ja male physician who consulted with them 
Dr. Corson espoused their,cause and through 
uhis efforts they were recoguized by the pro- 
#ession and State laws and appointed to posi- 
sions in hospitals. 

He is now engaged in inveighing against the 
new bydrophobia asylums, which he says are 
‘institutions of quackery no better than the 
-old mad dog doctors. He says that real hy- 
.drophobia is the rarest of diseases and depro-

‘ teur’s theories.

HOW HOLLAND TREATS ITS TRAMPS. 


Instead of Herding Them Together -the 
Gentry Are Scattered Over Farms. 

The growth of the tramp industry in this 
country, and the consequently increasing de- 
mand made upon the charity of our sarge 
cities, forces to the front the question of 
pauperism. Whatshall the counfry do with 
those who want work and cannot get it, 
and with those who might get it and 
won’t do it? These questions seem to be 
handled more successfully in Holland than 
in any other country of the civilized world. 
In most other countries these people are 
herded together in vast poorhouses, or fed in 
common soup kitchens; but the Holland idea 
is to scatter them as widely as possible and to 
make ali who are able to do it earn their own 
living. 

The State hasa tract of land containing 
about 5,000 acres divided into six farms, and 
every person applying for relief is sent to 
one of these. If he be willing to wark and 
voluntarily serves until he has gained some 
idea of agriculture he is allowed to rent a 
smail farm for himself, and to be what is 
called a “free farmer.’”’ This isa very prac. 
tical method of dealing with the vexed prob- 
lem, and one that is especially adopted to thig 
country.—Seattle Telegraph.

The poet-painter in his later years enjoyed 
the ministry of devoted friendshi ip. He lived 
for several years in a house in Chyne Walk, 
where his apeoanres were Swinburne, Mere- 
dith, and W, M. tti.

Peru, Ind., June 32.—[Special Correspond- 
ence. ]—It hardly seems possible in this day 
of advancement and civilization that such a 
place as the Miami County Jail is allowed to 
exist, and especially so in a city and county as 
prosperous as this one is. It is known all 
over the State asthe ‘Black Hole of Cal- 
cutta,”’ and the best idea of it is obtained by 
the late report of the State Board of Charities, 
which says, among other things: 


The jail is underground and the worst jail in 
the State. The only light is artificial and soch 
circulation of air as is provided reaches Lhe jail 
through gratings of the kind ordinarils}used to 
ventilate cellars. The cé are of stane, very 
small, and as aa as midnight. The entrance to 
the jeil isa mantrap. The Sheriff says the only 
protection to the jailer is to treat the prisoners 
so well that they will not have the heart to at- 
tack him. Heat is provided for by a stove. It 
is renly excessively warm and constantly filled 
with foul air. The only closet hias a fair fiush. 
The Sheriff whitewashes the pes every month 
ani uses disinfectants free The floor is 
scrubbed several times a wee There are no 
bath tubs. Bedding is not washed, but burned 
when it becomes too dirty for further use. The 
born are provided with neither sheets nor pillow 
shi It is useless to speak of the n of the 
jail. T Me repairs can suffice here 

There must be a new jail entirely before the 
demands of humanity or deeéency can be satisfied. 
The five small celisfor men should never con- 
tain more than one penngens each, yet the ay- 
erage number of prisoners is about twelve. The 
corridor is about six feet wide by twenty feet 
long and is the only pee forthe prisoners to 
stay when not lyingin their bunks. whew gg 
sometimes do not go to at r at night, the 
celle being intolerably hot and close. the’ jail 
ig in the basementof the court-house and is en- 
below the ground.
